Peary’s Achievement. 

While Commander Pear>', of the United States navy, has again failed to 
reach the North pole, he has established a record which other explorers will 
have to equal. According to his calculations he has journeyed to within 200.6 
miles of the*point that has been the goal of many scientists. Thus his achieve- 
ment is one of which he may be justly proud, and in which the American 
people may feel much gratification. 

Prior to Commander Peary’s record breaking dash to the pole, the nearest 
that any explorer had come to it was 86 degrees, 34 minutes. This explorer 
was the Duke of Abruzzi, Italy, in 1900; and the Duke’s only competitor was 
Nansen, of Norway, who made 86 degrees. 14 minutes Jn 1895. So ‘Arctic honors 
still remain with the United States which has since Dr. Kane sailed in 1853 
always succeeded in getting a step farther than any other nation.

Indiana 
insurance companies, like many companies of other states, have been guilty of j 
extravagance and abuses, though they have manitain<^d solvency.” ' 1

seem about time that legislatures undertook to protect the citizens of their re- i 
spective states from extravagance, corruption and graft. Unless they do this, j 
and do it effectively, they will be derelict in their duty, to the financial dis-i 
advantage of thousands of men and women.

Mrs. Jefferson Davis, whojdied ^recently m New York City, was born in 
1826 at her father’s home, “The Briars,” near Natchez, Miss. Referring to 
I Mrs. Davis, a writer in the New York World says: “Her grandfather, Gover- 
j nor Richard Howell, of New' Jersey, was a Revolutionary officer, and her father, 
William Burr Howell, won distinction under McDonough on Lake Champlain. 
Mrs. Davis’ maternal grandfather, James Kempe, was a wealthy Irish gentle- 
man who went to Virginia after the Emmet uprising, and who move to Natchez 
when her mother w’as an infant. Miss Varina Howell married Jefferson Davis in 
1845, when she was little more than eighteen years old. She saw him first at 
the plantation of his brother, Joseph E. Davis, not far from Vicksburg. The 
impression he made on her must alw'ays be interesting. She recorded it in her 
memoirs of her husband; ‘Mr. Davis was then thirty-six years old, and look- 
ed about thirty ; erect, well proportioned and active as a boy. He rode with 
more grace than any man I have ever seen, and gave one the impression of 
being incapable of being unseated or fatigued. From an old letter to my 
mother I quote: “1 do not know whether this Mr. Jefferson Davis is young 

or old. He impresses me as a remarkable kind of man, but of uncertain temper 
and has a way of taking for granted that everybody agrees wdth him when he I 
expresses an opinion, which offends me ; yet he is most agreeable and has a pe- 
culiarly sweet voice and a ivinning manner of asserting himself. The fact is, he 1 
is the kind of person I should expect to rescue one from a mad dog at any risk, 
but to insist upon a stoical indifference to the fright afterward. Would you 
believe itT He is refined and cultured, and yet he is a Democrat.’ ”

ACTION IN ENGLAND. 

Older b>* Far -Titan tke Roniaua la 
€he Aiieient Wlueheater-Canterbnry 
Mi|irbv\’ay, 1^'hiolt Conuta Ita Atce by 
Thonaauda of Yeara. 

Tliere runs from WiucUester to Can- 
terbury a prehistoric track which i% 
prol)ahly the oldest memorial of men’s 
action in England. It is certainly old- 
er than the llonians— that is, it is cer- 
tainly 2,(XH) ycai-s old, and how much 
older it may be than that we have no 
way of telling, but we do know that 
Winchester and Canterbuiy must have 
ooen the two great centers of the na- 
tional life in the old barbarian times 
before the Kouians came, and we may 
therefore suppose without too inucO 
teinerit.v that this road is almost co- 
eval with the e.xisteiice of organized 
human life in Great Britain. 

Two years ago 1 explored this road 
thoroughly. The whole distance is 
about 120 mile.s, and of that one may 
way that autiiiuarians had discovered, 
before my friends and I understood its 
tborough exploration, about three-quar- 
ters. Of the remaining quarter some 
part was doubtful and the rest un- 
known, but this unknown part did not 
make one continuous stretch. It was 
pitreil in, as it Avero. along the length 
of tlie way, h bit here and a bit there. 
Thus one would have ten or fifteen 
miles along which the old British road 
corresponded Avith the nuHlern high- 
Avay; then Avould come perhaps tAA'o 
niWes of doubtful lane, the history of 
Avhich had to bo read and the direction 
noted before one could be certain that 
it Avas really part of the old road; then 
after that Avould come, say, half a mile 
of pure Avaste heath or marsh or for- 
est, in which nothing but a most eare- 
lul examination, the records of old 
maps, the evidence of jilacc* names, and 
so forth, heli>c»l ‘oug to^ identify the 
track of the British way; then the 
algliAA’ay would appear again, coincid- 
ing Avith tile old trail, and so forth, 
long knoAvu or obvious bits coming in 
betAA'eeu sliort iloubtful or unknown 
bits, ur.ti! arTer inlluite pains we built 
ap the V, !m!.‘ of the original track Avith | 
the doid ti’ci exc<'piion of a few hun- 
dred yards. 

It may interest my readers to know 
what causes chiefly preserved this 
road and what have tended to its oblit- 
eration. 

The causes which preserved it Avere 
three. In the first place. It ran for the 
main part along the chalk hills wliich 
are kmiAvn as the North downs, just 
above tlie le\el of cultivation, and 
chalk is an excellent preservative for 
a H)ad of this kind. It takes the im- 
pression of passing tratfic, the weight 
of Avhlch makes a sort of platform 
along the hillside. It is not easy to 
cultivate, and i)€ople do not build upon 
Its heights. Moreover, chalk does not 
wash away, so that such a road, once 
formed, would remain for centuries. 

The second cause Avhich preserved 
the road was the system of turnpike 
which was introduced, I think, about 
200 j'ears ago and lasteil until our own 
time. Men naturally tried to avoid the 
turnpike if they Avere on horseback or 
if they were drovers, and they would 
turn off the good turnpike roads of the 
valley, Avhere they had to pay at every 
gate, and go along the old free road 
alM)A'e the hills. 

And, thirdly, the pilgrimage to the 
tomb of St. Tliomas at Canterbury, 
Avhich sprang up about 700 year.s ago, 
iwwerfully helped the survival of the 
road. Winchester Avas beginning to 
fall into decay Avheu this pilgrimage 
arose, and Canterbury Avas no longer 
H A'ery important toAvu, but when thou-

As the population 
grew denser it became necessary to 
plow up the poorer laud high up on 
the hillside, and as tlie.se old I'oads 
Avere not metaled in any Avay the 
moment tlicu' surface Avas ploAveil up 
no trace of tlie road could possibly re- 
main. Another cause Avas the forma- 
tion of the great parks Avhich rich men 
l>egau to inclose and to wall around 
about ir»0 years ago and later. If a 
rich man took a fancy to a hit of 
ground Avhich xised to be common and 
tlirongh Avhich the old roail Avent he 
AV'onld put a Avail round it and turn it 
Into a park and diAert the right of 
Avay by a siiecial act of parliament 
round his new property. Tliere are 
examples of tliis all along the old road 
—as, for instance, at Lord Stanhope's 
paik at CheA'euiiig. at the Levesou- 
tlowers’ place at 'Titsey, at I.ord Ger- 
ard’s park at Eastwell ami many other 
places. 

The old road would al.so be lost over 
marshy ground, and now and then, 
but very rarely, luodoru buildings 
Avould appear oii it, and then, of 
tonrsG, it Avas impossible to track it 
Hit unless one <-onld get a record of 
what the ground Avas like before the 
buildings AA'ere erecttul.— Loudon Black 
and M’hite.

BOILED POTATOES. 

t*T»y They Shonld .^Iwaya Be Cooked 

In RoiliiiK Water. 

Pare potatoes with a sharp vegetable 
knife jnst as thin as possible, for that 
part of the tuber lying close to the skin 
is ricliost in mineral salts, and put each 
IKitato as peeled into a iian of cold Ava- 
ter to prevent discoloration, llaA’e 
ready ineanAvhile a kettle of boiling 
water and when the peeling process is 
complete take tlie potatoes from the 
cold Avater and. covering them Avith 
boiling salted Avater, set them on the 
range, covered, to boil. Twenty min- 
utes usually sufticp, but to test them 
use a skewer or fork, and Avlien they 
can 1)0 pierced easily remove at once 
from the lire, iHiur off all tlie Avater 
and set fliem on the back of the range, 
imcovered, to steam dry, assisting that 
process oecesionally by a slight shak- 
ing of the kettle. 

If one asks the reason Avhy potatoes 
should ahvays be cooked in boiling Ava- 
ter try the folloAving experiment for 
j proof: Take (avo cup.s, in e:ich of Avhieh 
[ has been put a teaspoonful of ordinary 
j starch. Pour over one a quarter of a 
I cupful of boiling water and over the 
other the same quantity of cold AA'ater 
and ob.sorvo the result. The one over 
wliich the boiling AA'ater AA’as pourod 
stays in shape, a compact mass, while 
the one Avith the cold A\*ater dissolves 
into a soft pas+e. The potato is largely 
Composed of starcli. and from thi.s 
trial any one may draAV his own con- 
chisioiis. If you Avish a puipy. Avatery 
l>otato use cold Avater, but if a dry, 
mealy, snowy ball tliat AA’ould delight 
[ the heart ef Epicurus himself always

Captains of fishing smacks in the 
North sea have found that codfish at 
certain limes of the year take sand in- 
to tlieir stomachs as "ballast.” This, it 
AA’oald appear, is done when the. fish 
arc aliout to migrate from the shallOAV 
water coA’ering the southern banks of 
the North sea to the deeper AAsiter far- 
ther north. It has been observed that 
fish caught on the southern banks just 
before tbe migration begins and those 
caught in the nortlieru waters after it 
is conipleteil have sand in their stom- 
achs and that the sand is dischargeil 
after the arrival of the fisli at the 
.southern banks on the return migra- 
tion. In j>roof of this it is stated that 
the sand found in the fish often differs 
in color and quality from that of the 
bottom Avbere they are caught.— M'asb-
